To  the  Sanitary  and  Buildings  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  my  Seventeenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough,  and, 
in  order  to  render  comparison  with  previous  reports  as  easy  as 
possible,  I  have  adopted  the  same  general  arrangement  of  tabular 
forms. 

area. 

This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  namely,  13,030  acres,  and  as 
there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Ward  boundaries,  the  area  is 
sub-divided  as  follows  : — Boldmere  Ward,  1,051  acres  ;  Hill, 
2,907  ;  Maney,  848  ;  Trinity,  3,223  ;  Walmley,  4,242  ;  Wylde 
Green,  759. 

POPULATION. 

This  year  we  have  not  the  advantage  of  the  census,  and 
consequently  we  have  to  estimate  our  population.  As  the  accuracy 
of  the  birth,  death,  and  zymotic  rates  depends  upon  a  knowledge 
of  the  correct  number  of  people  living  in  the  Borough,  it  is 
obvious  that  it  is  important  that  the  figures  adopted  should  be  as 
correct  as  possible.  In  a  town  like  Sutton,  where  the  increase  at 
one  time  is  rapid,  and  then  perhaps  for  a  few  years  scarcely 
noticeable,  there  is  great  difficulty  in  calculating  the  population 
with  accuracy,  and  probably  the  most  accurate  method  available, 
is  by  determining  the  number  of  houses  occupied  at  the  middle  of 
the  year,  and,  supposing  the  same  number  of  people  to  be  living  in 
them  as  was  found  at  the  census,  to  multiply  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  by  this  figure  and  to  assume  this  product  to  be 
the  population.  It  is  probable  that  the  result  obtained  is  not  far 
from  the  truth. 
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I  have  received  from  Mr.  Bibby,  the  Borough  Accountant, 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 
He  returned  them  to  me  as  3,322,  and,  as  the  average 
number  of  persons  dwelling  in  each  house  was  ascertained  at  the 
census  to  be  4-64,  by  multiplying  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
by  this,  we  get  a  figure  of  15,414.  In  addition  to  this,  however, 
the  population  of  the  Princess  Alice  Orphanage  must  be  added. 
This  amounted,  I  find,  to  221,  so  that  I  estimate  the  population 
for  the  middle  of  the  year  to  have  been  15,635.  At  the  census, 
the  population  was  14,264.  In  the  middle  of  the  year  I  estimated 
it  at  14,400,  so  we  see,  that,  assuming  the  figures  I  have 
given  to  be  correct,  our  population  has  increased  no  less  than 
1,264.  This  appeared  to  me  so  large  an  increase  in  the  period, 
that  I  referred  the  matter  to  the  Borough  Surveyor,  as,  from  his 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  building  being  carried  on  in  the 
Town,  I  thought  his  opinion  on  the  point  would  be  valuable. 
He  tells  me  he  considers  that  the  increase  is  as  much  as  I 
have  estimated,  and  consequently  I  adopt  this  figure  as  the 
population  on  which  the  rates  are  calculated.

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BIRTHS. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-three  births  have  been  registered 
during  the  year,  namely,  195  males  and  188  females. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  therefore  24 '02,  compared  with 
23*61  in  the  previous  year. 

I  recorded  in  1901  that  the  rate  was  slightly  higher  than 
usual,  and  I  am  glad  to  note  a  still  further  increase  in  the  present 
year. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  seven,  as  compared  with 
eleven  in  the  previous  year. 


DEATHS. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-five  deaths  have  been  registered, 
namely,  97  males  and  88  females.  Of  these,  5  occurred  in  people 
not  belonging  to  the  District,  but  6  occurred  in  persons  removed 
to  the  Aston  Union  Workhouse,  and  2  died  in  the  Infectious 
Hospital  at  Witton,  so  that,  deducting  5  and  adding  8,  we  have 
a  corrected  figure  of  188  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough,  and 
this  gives  us  a  death-rate  for  the  year  of  11 '79. 

This  rate  is  almost  identical  with  that  of  the  two  previous 
years,  when  it  was  1187  and  11*57,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  it  is  still  below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  the  figure 
for  which  was  12*42.

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The  Birth-rate  is  considerably  above  the  average.  The 
Death-rate  remains  remarkably  low,  while  the  Zymotic  Death-rate 
is  much  below  the  average,  and  is  as  low  as  it  has  ever  been  in 
any  previous  year  of  which  we  have  record. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  was  13,  compared  with 
nine  in  the  previous  year. 


In  the  following  table  are  shown  the  Birth,  Death,  and 
Zymotic  Death-rates  for  the  separate  Wards  of  the  Borough  : —

These  figures  show  that  the  Birth-rate  was  highest  in 
Walmley  and  lowest  in  Trinity  Ward.  In  the  preceding  year  the 
highest  birth-rate  was  at  Hill,  but  it  was  also  in  that  year  lowest 
in  Trinity. 

The  Death-rate  was  lowest  in  Boldmere  and  Trinity  Wards, 
the  figures  being  almost  identical.  It  was  highest  in  Wylde 
Green. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  was  highest  in  Walmley  WTard, 
the  figure  being  2  39.  In  Hill  and  Maney  it  was  nil.  It  is  very 
extraordinary  to  note  in  connection  with  the  death-rate  from 
Zymotic  disease,  that  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year  there  has  been 
no  death  in  Hill  Ward. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Of  the  188  deaths,  40  were  in  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  17  between  one  and  five  years.  This  gives  a  rate  of  Infant 
Mortality  of  103,  compared  with  97  and  93  in  the  two  previous 
years,  a  figure  which  may  be  considered  very  satisfactory. 
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The  following  table  shows  at  a  glance  the  rates  of  infant 
mortality : —

The  causes  of  these  infantile  deaths  were  as  follows  : — 
Whooping  Cough,  3 ;  Enteritis,  1  ;  Tubercular  Disease,  2 ; 
Bronchitis,  3 ;  Pneumonia,  2 ;  Premature  Birth,  5  ;  Suffocation,  1 ; 
Pressure  during  Birth,  1  ;  Immaturity,  3  ;  Inanition,  4 ; 
Marasmus,  4  ;  Convulsions,  4  ;  Dentition,  1  ;  Gastro  Duodenal 
Catarrh,  1  ;  Malformation  of  Heart,  1  ;  Pemphigus,  1  ;  Parasitic 
Stomatitis,  1  ;  Tabes  Mesenterica,  1 ;  Deformity  of  Larynx,  1. 

It  is  particularly  interesting  to  note  that,  with  the  exception 
of  4  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  all  the  deaths  were  due  to  causes 
outside  the  direct  control  of  a  sanitary  authority,  while  it  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  not  a  single  death  was  due  to  Infantile 
Diarrhoea.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  was  lowest  in  the  first 
quarter.  The  death  rate  was  lowest  in  the  third  quarter  and 
highest  in  the  fourth,  while  the  Zymotic  death  rate  was  highest 
in  the  second  quarter  and  fractional  in  all  the  others. 

The  mortality  in  persons  aged  65  and  upwards  was  30*3%  of 
the  total.  This,  though  not  so  high  a  percentage  as  in  the 
preceding  year,  must  be  considered,  on  the  whole,  as  a  satisfactory 
one. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Only  10  deaths  have  been  registered  from  the  seven  principal 
Zymotic  diseases,  and  of  these,  4  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  2 
to  Scarlet  Fever,  2  to  Measles,  1  to  Typhoid,  and  1  to  Diarrhoea. 
This  record,  though  not  so  satisfactory  as  in  the  previous  year,  is 
one  on  which  the  Borough  is  to  be  congratulated. 

Epidemics. — It  is  hardly  correct  to  state  that  there  has  been 
an  epidemic  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word  throughout  the  year ; 
but  Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  the  last  quarter,  while  Chicken- 
pox  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  somewhat  prevalent  throughout  the 
year. 

Smallpox. — One  case,  the  first  for  many  years,  of  this  disease 
was  notified  in  June,  but  on  being  removed  to  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  it  was  soon  discovered  that  the  patient  was  not  so 
suffering,  and  he  was  discharged  on  the  fourth  day.  Considering 
that  Smallpox  has  been  present  in  nearly  all  the  surrounding 
districts,  the  Borough,  1  consider,  has  been  very  fortunate  in  being 
free  from  cases  of  this  disease. 

Chiclienpox. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  owing  to  the 
threatened  prevalence  of  Smallpox,  I  suggested  the  desirability  of 
the  notification  of  Chickenpox,  and  during  the  year  I  find  that  96 
cases  altogether  have  been  notified. 

Enquiries  have  been  made  in  all  cases  as  to  the  vaccination 
and  other  conditions  of  the  patient,  and  as  a  result  two  families 
were  found  in  which  the  members  were  unvaccinated,  and  informa¬ 
tion  was  at  once  forwarded  to  the  Vaccination  Officer  of  this  fact. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — Seventy-two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year,  compared  with  80  in  the  previous  year,  and  of 
these,  5  occurred  in  the  Princess  Alice  Orphanage.  The  disease, 
generally,  was  of  a  mild  type,  only  two  deaths  having  occurred. 

The  disease  was  chiefly  prevalent  in  Hill,  Maney,  and  Trinity 
Wards.  The  cases  were  chiefly  sporadic,  or  dropping  cases,  run¬ 
ning  on  throughout  the  year.  In  every  case  enquiries  were  made 
as  to  the  source  of  infection,  and  also  into  the  milk  supply  of  each 
family,  but  in  no  case  could  I  discover  that  any  particular  sample 
of  milk  could  be  considered  under  suspicion. 

Measles. — Two  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease,  and 
in  addition  I  received  information  that  the  attendance  at  the 
Infants’  Schools  at  Maney,  Trinity,  Walmley,  and  Hill  was 
materially  affected,  so  much  so  that  I  considered  it  desirable  to 
advise  the  closing  of  the  schools  just  previous  to  the  Christmas 
holidays  in  these  Wards. 

Whooping  Cough.  —  This  disease  proved  fatal  in  four  instances, 
three  of  them  being  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  many  cases  occurred,  but  as  it  is  not  a  notifiable 
disease,  and,  as  also  in  many  instances  no  medical  attendant  is 
called  in,  I  am  unable  to  judge  of  its  prevalence. 

Diphtheria. — I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  not  a 
single  death  has  been  due  to  Diphtheria,  and  only  six  cases  have 
been  notified.  Two  of  these  were  reported  from  Wylde  Green, 
two  from  Trinity,  and  one  each  from  Maney  and  Boldmere 
respectively. 

The  case  in  Wylde  Green  was  undoubtedly  imported  from 
Edgbaston.  In  one  other  case  the  disease  was  associated  with 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  in  all  the  other  cases  the  disease  was  of  so  mild 
a  type  that  it  would  probably  be  more  correct  to  call  them 
Diphtheroid  rather  than  true  Diphtheria.  In  every  case  the  drains 
were  tested,  and  any  sanitary  defects  were  at  once  remedied. 

Typhoid  Fever. — One  death  was  registered  from  this  disease, 
and  altogether  only  four  cases  were  notified.  The  fatal  case  was 
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in  a  commercial  traveller,  who  returned  home  ill  and  died  in  a 
few  days.  One  of  the  other  cases  was  very  mild,  and,  of  the  two 
others,  both  appeared  to  be  imported,  one  from  North  Wales  and 
the  other  from  Birmingham.  In  no  case  was  there  anything 
insanitary  at  any  of  the  houses. 

Diarrhoea. — Only  one  death  was  registered  from  Diarrhoea, 
and  this  in  a  child  under  five  years  of  age,  and  it  is  very  gratify¬ 
ing  to  find,  as  I  have  before  remarked,  that  there  was  no  mortality 
from  this  disease  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

This  result  is  largely  to  be  attributed  to  the  wet  and  cool 
summer  which  we  experienced.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  unless 
heat  is  sufficiently  prolonged  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  soil  to 
a  considerable  point,  that  mortality  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  does 
not  occur. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  this  disease 
was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  namely,  3.  In  1900  the 
number  was  8.  There  have  been  rather  more  deaths  from 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  namely,  23,  compared  with  16  in  the 
previous  year. 

Phthisis. — I  regret  to  report  that  the  number  of  deaths  due 
to  Phthisis,  or  Consumption,  has  somewhat  increased,  the  figure 
being  13,  compared  with  9  in  the  previous  year. 

This  gives,  therefore,  a  percentage  on  the  total  deaths  of  6  9, 
a  fairly  satisfactory  figure  compared  with  the  country  at  large. 


SANITARY  CONDITION  AT  THE  END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

There  cannot  be  the  least  doubt  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Borough  has  changed  for  the  better  during  the  year.  Much 
work  has  been  done,  making  for  improved  health  conditions,  while 
the  only  diseases  prevalent  were  Measles  and  Chickenpox,  there 
being  hardly  a  case  of  vScarlet  Fever  or  other  Zymotic  disease 
known  to  the  Department  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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AN  ACCOUNT  OF  ENQUIRIES  MADE  AS  TO  CONDITIONS  INJURIOUS  TO 
HEALTH,  AND  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  ADVISED  ;  ALSO  AN  ACCOUNT  OF 
THE  SUPERVISION  EXERCISED  OVER  PLACES  AND  HOUSES  WHICH  THE 
SANITARY  AUTHORITY  HAVE  POWER  TO  REGULATE,  WITH  THE  ACTION 
TAKEN  IN  REGARD  TO  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  Borough  has  been  regularly  inspected  for  the  purpose  of 
discovering  nuisances,  while  all  complaints  which  have  been 
addressed  to  me  or  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  have  been 
enquired  into,  and,  if  proved  to  be  justified  the  necessary  remedial 
measures  have  been  undertaken. 

NOTIFICATION. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  185, 
the  cases  being  as  follows: — Smallpox,  1;  Scarlet  Fever,  72; 
Diphtheria,  6  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  4  ;  Erysipelas,  6  ;  and  Chicken- 
pox,  96. 

At  first  sight  it  appears  that  the  notifications  have  been 
more  numerous  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  this  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  Chickenpox  was,  owing  to  the  threatened 
prevalence  of  Smallpox,  made  notifiable,  and  if  we  omit  the 
notifications  thus  received,  we  shall  find  that  the  cases  notified 
were  88,  compared  with  90  in  the  previous  year,  and,  as  the  popu¬ 
lation  has  increased  considerably,  this  result  may  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  The  cost  of  notification,  all  told,  was  £22  10s. 

ISOLATION. 

The  number  of  cases  isolated  during  the  year  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  removed 
to  hospital  being  41.  This  improvement  is  to  some  extent 
caused  by  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  20  cases  occurred  at 
the  Princess  Alice  Orphanage,  and  w'ere  removed  to  hospital, 
while  in  1902  only  five  were  removed. 

DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  where  infectious  disease  has  been  notified,  the 
house  has  been  disinfected,  and  the  Inspector  reports  that  he  has 
disinfected  85  houses,  in  addition  to  3  schools.  In  every  case, 
also,  all  bedding,  clothing,  and  similar  articles  were  sent  to  the 
disinfecting  station  to  be  stoved. 
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SCHOOLS. 

For  three  years  I  had  not  thought  it  necessary  to  order 
the  closing  of  any  of  the  elementary  schools.  This  year,  owing 
to  the  prevalence  of  Measles,  I  advised  the  closing  of  several 
of  them  in  the  month  of  December.  These  were  the  Infants’ 
Schools  at  Maney,  Trinity,  Walmley,  and  Hill.  In  the  case  of 
Walmley  Infants’  School,  when  the  period  of  three  weeks  had 
elapsed  I  found  that  the  attendance,  when  it  was  re-opened, 
was  practically  nil,  so  I  advised  the  further  closing  of  it  for 
a  period  of  three  weeks. 

I  may  say  that  I  was  appealed  to  also  to  close  the  Boys’  and 
Girls’  Schools  in  more  than  one  instance,  for  the  same  cause,  but, 
as  the  attendance  was  not  affected  to  what  I  considered  a  sufficient 
extent  to  justify  the  proceeding,  and,  as  Measles  is  a  disease 
affecting  very  young  children  in  the  majority  of  instances,  I 
refused  to  acquiesce,  and  my  conduct  was  justified  by  the  results, 
as  the  attendance  in  these  schools  of  older  children  never  became 
sufficiently  affected. 

During  the  time  of  the  closure  of  the  Schools,  each  was  dis¬ 
infected  by  the  Inspector.  I  attach  great  importance  to  this,  and 
in  fact,  it  has  become  a  regular  preceding  in  the  Borough,  to 
thoroughly  disinfect  every  school  building  that  is  closed  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  (harry,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  for  the 
following  particulars  of  work  done  in  his  department.  He  says  : — 

“The  sewering  of  the  Four  Oaks  and  Barker  Trust 
Estates  was  completed  early  in  the  year,  the  sewer  in  Hartopp 
Road  and  Wentworth  Road  being  the  last  to  be  laid. 

“The  outfall  sewer  from  Rectory  Road,  to  Four  Oaks 
Station  has  been  laid,  and  the  cast-iron  syphon  under  the 
railway-lines  abandoned ;  in  to  this  outfall  sewer  all  the 
houses  in  Tamworth  Road  between  the  Railway  Bridge  and 
Lichfield  Road  are  now  drained. 
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“  A  new  sewer  taking  the  sewage  from  Mere  Green  and 
Little  Sutton  is  laid  along  Little  Sutton  Lane  into  this  out¬ 
fall  ;  only  a  short  length  in  Little  Sutton  now  remains  to  be 
finished. 

“  Small  extensions  to  the  existing  sewers  have  also  to  be 
made  in  Maney  Hill  Road,  Somerville  Road,  and  Florence 
Road. 

“  One  hundred  and  forty-three  connections  have  been 
made  to  the  public  sewers  for  the  drainage  of  253  houses  and 
other  buildings,  no  less  than  376  w.c.’s  having  been 
connected.” 

This  Report  is  one  of  the  best  records  of  sanitary  work  done 
in  the  Borough  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  make.  I  had  called 
your  attention,  some  time  ago,  to  the  importance  of  improving  the 
sanitary  condition  of  Little  Sutton  and  Mere  Green.  I  pointed 
out  that  this  could  only  be  done  by  an  extension  of  the  sewerage 
system,  and  I  look  upon  it  as  one  of  the  greatest  improvements  of 
late  years  that  this  scheme  is  almost  complete  and  in  operation. 

Another  important  point  in  the  Report  is  the  large  number  of 
water-closets  that  have  been  erected  and  substituted  for  other  forms 
of  excrement  disposal.  I  believe  nothing  makes  so  largely  for 
good  sanitation  in  the  Borough  as  the  abolition  of  all  forms  of 
excremental  disposal  where  conservancy  exists.  The  removal  of 
decomposing  filth  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  dwelling  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  important 
proceedings  which  sanitary  science  dictates. 

SCAVENGING. 

As  regards  Scavenging,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  point  to 
still  further  activity  in  this  direction.  Last  year,  989  ashpits  and 
privies  and  11  dumbwells  were  emptied.  In  the  previous  year 
only  654  were  emptied,  and  this  compared  very  favourably  with 
1900,  when  the  figure  was  337.  I  cannot  yet,  however,  consider 
that  the  existing  arrangements  are  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  I 
still  look  forward,  as  a  desideratum,  to  a  system  of  properly 
organized  public  scavenging. 
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Forty-seven  ash-pit  middens  have  been  converted  into  water- 
closets  during  the  year,  compared  with  34  and  36  in  the  two 
previous  years.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  while  no 
new  so-called  “waterless”  waterclosets  have  been  erected,  14  have 
been  supplied  with  a  flushing  cistern. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  analysed  eight  samples  of  water  during  the  year, 
namely,  six  of  tap  water  submitted  every  other  month  by  the 
Inspector  from  different  wards  in  the  Borough,  and  two  samples  of 
surface  well  water.  The  results  are  given  in  tabular  form  in  the 
Appendix,  and  I  find  that,  while  the  public  supply  maintained  a 
good  average  quality,  and  one  of  the  samples  of  well  water 
submitted  was  also  of  good  quality,  the  other  was  very  largely 
polluted  with  organic  matter  of  animal  origin,  and  was  in  my 
opinion,  highly  dangerous  for  use  for  drinking  purposes. 

OVER-CROWDING. 

Two  cases  of  over-crowding  have  been  reported  by  the 
Inspector,  in  Hunter’s  Place.  Both  of  these  were  abated,  but  not 
until  the  aid  of  the  police  had  been  obtained. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  this  department 
of  the  Inspector’s  duties.  He  has  made  no  less  than  150  visits  to 
the  various  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough,  and  as  a  result  of 
such  inspection  he  reports  that  all  of  them  are  now  in  excellent 
order. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  trade  of  this  description  carried  on  in  the  Borough, 
is  tripe-boiling.  The  place  has  been  regularly  inspected,  and  the 
business  has  been  so  conducted  that  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 

In  one  other  case  during  the  year,  a  license  to  boil  tripe  was 
applied  for.  I  personally  inspected  the  premises,  and  made  one  or 
two  suggestions  of  alterations  which  should  be  made,  and,  these 
being  done,  the  license  is  to  be  granted. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  he  has  made  38  visits  to  Cowsheds 
and  8  to  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

He  states  that,  as  regards  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  they  are  all 
of  them  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  well  kept. 

The  majority  of  the  Cowsheds  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition, 
and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  generally  satisfactory,  but  he 
finds  that,  in  the  majority  of  instances  at  least,  the  necessary 
space  (namely,  800  cubic  feet)  is  rarely  attained,  or,  in  other 
words,  too  many  cows  are  kept  in  the  sheds  for  the  amount  of 
space  available. 

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 

No  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  during  the 
year,  but  I  can  testify  that  a  fair  number  have  been  submitted  by 
the  County  Authorities,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

NEW  STREETS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  has  forwarded  me  the 
following  particulars  : — 

“  During  the  year  plans  were  approved  for  the  erection 
of  212  houses,  10  alterations  to  houses,  14  shops,  Wesleyan 
Church  at  Four  Oaks,  Parish  Room  at  Walmley,  and  Technical. 
School  on  the  Lichfield  Road  ;  also  various  alterations  and 
additions,  making  the  total  number  of  plans  approved  280, 
being  63  less  than  last  year. 

“  Plans  for  six  new  streets  have  also  been  approved.” 
These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  considerable  activity 
in  the  town,  and  the  fact  that  the  plans  for  six  new  streets  have 
been  approved  shows  the  intention,  in  the  future,  of  owners  to  still 
further  extend  the  house  accommodation. 

VACCINATION. 

As  usual,  I  have  added  a  Table,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix,  of  the  results  of  vaccination  as  carried  out  in  the 
Borough.  The  Table  extends  from  the  1st  of  July,  1901,  to  the 
30th  June,  1902,  and  therefore  differs  from  the  period  covered 
by  the  other  tables  in  the  Report.  The  object  of  this  alteration 
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is  that  time  may  be  given  to  observe  the  cases  for  some  months 
after  birth,  as  vaccination  need  not  take  place  till  some  time  has 
elapsed. 

I  can  again  congratulate  the  Borough  and  the  Vaccination 
Officer  on  the  excellent  figures  he  shows.  Out  of  352  births 
registered  in  the  period,  only  8  were  unvaccinated  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  plus  3  people  who  took  out  certificates  of  conscientious 
objection  to  Vaccination. 

In  connection  with  these  figures,  I  should  like  to  urge  the 
importance  of  everyone  above  the  age  of  ten  years  who  has  not 
been  re-vaccinated  of  again  undergoing  the  operation.  It  is  true 
that  during  last  year,  though  a  visitation  of  Smallpox  threatened, 
the  Borough  escaped  scot-free  ;  but  we  must  not  forget  that  an 
outbreak,  judging  from  the  times  of  recurrence  in  the  past,  is  now 
due,  and  that  in  the  neighbouring  districts  of  Birmingham,  Aston, 
and  Walsall  cases  existed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  so  that  complete 
immunity  can  hardly  be  expected  unless  the  only  real  preventives 
of  Smallpox,  namely,  Vaccination  and  Re-vaccination,  be  utilised 
to  their  fullest  extent. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

New  duties  under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  have 
been  put  upon  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
Inspector  has,  during  the  year,  visited  all  the  factories  and  work¬ 
shops  in  the  borough. 

I  am  informed  that,  generally,  all  the  places  are  properly 
conducted  and  suitable  for  the  nature  of  the  work  carried  on. 
The  bakehouses  in  all  cases  were  above  ground,  and  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  various  acts  regulating  them.  They 
were  also  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition,  and  were  either  properly 
painted  or  limewashed.  In  no  case  was  there  a  sleeping  apart¬ 
ment  on  the  same  level  as  the  bakehouse,  nor  did  any  closet 
communicate  directly  with  such  bakehouse. 

In  all  cases  but  one,  the  closet  accommodation  of  all  the 
workshops  was  satisfactory,  and  in  this  case  the  Inspector  has 
already  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  secure  a  proper  provision.  No 
outworkers  are  employed  in  the  Borough. 
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Full  details  of  the  work  carried  on,  and  the  conditions 
existing,  will  be  found  in  Table  X  in  the  appendix. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Mr.  Clarry  has  again  forwarded  me  the  Meteorological 
Return  for  the  year,  which  I  am  pleased  to  say  is  quite  complete. 
The  most  important  points  about  it  to  be  noted  are,  as  regards 
the  rainfall,  that  it  was  rather  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
but  still  below  the  average  of  the  Midland  Counties  generally. 
Although  it  was  a  dry  year,  however,  the  number  of  rainy  days 
was  comparatively  numerous,  and  in  certain  months  of  the  year, 
viz.,  in  May  and  October,  21  such  days  occurred,  while  in  August 
there  were  no  less  than  19.  In  only  one  month,  however,  namely, 
August,  can  there  have  been  said  to  have  been  an  excessive 
amount  of  rain.  This  no  doubt  had  a  very  important  bearing  on 
the  public  health,  for  we  find  this  year  that,  as  I  have  before 
shown,  there  was  not  a  single  death  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea.  A 
wet  August  generally  means  a  cool  August,  and  therefore  the 
conditions  necessary  for  the  production  of  this  disease  did  not 
occur. 

As  regards  temperature,  we  find  that  the  mean  for  the  year 
was  almost  identical  with  the  previous  year,  namely,  46 '2, 
compared  with  46*5.  In  July  of  this  year,  however,  the  mean 
temperature  was  only  58 *3,  but  in  the  previous  year  it  was  63  T  ; 
while  in  August  it  was  556,  compared  with  59*9  in  1901.  It  will 
be  noticed,  therefore,  that  there  was  a  great  diminution  in  the 
summer  heat,  and  this  again,  for  the  same  reason,  makes  for 
improved  health,  though  not  for  the  comfort  of  those  who  are 
healthy. 

As  regards  sunshine,  the  figures  show  that  it  has  been  a  very 
dull  year.  The  total  number  of  hours  of  bright  sunshine 
registered  was  1,262,  compared  with  1,431  in  the  previous  year. 
In  August,  only  110  hours  of  sunshine  were  registered,  while  in 
the  previous  year  191  were  registered. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

Full  details  of  this  appear  in  Table  VI.  in  the  appendix,  and 
I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Inspector  has  performed  his  duties 
to  my  satisfaction. 


CONCLUSION. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  can  again  point  out  the 
satisfactory  nature  of  the  figures  in  this  report.  It  not  only 
shows  a  death-rate  which  will  compare  favourably  with  most 
of  the  so-called  health  resorts,  but,  with  the  exception  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Chickenpox,  it  has  been  remarkably  free  from 
infectious  disease. 

It  is,  however,  even  more  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  the 
many  advances  which  have  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  the 
general  sanitary  condition.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  extension 
of  the  sewers  in  those  parts  of  the  Borough  not  hitherto  served, 
and  although,  looking  at  the  fact  that  there  is  a  term  to  human 
existence  past,  which  it  is  impossible  to  extend  it,  and  that  there¬ 
fore  the  present  death-rate  cannot  be  very  much  reduced,  yet,  as 
the  density  of  the  population  increases,  it  is  only  hy  such  wise 
measures  of  sanitary  development  that  the  present  remarkably 
healthy  condition  of  the  town  can  be  maintained. 

I  desire  again,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  put  on  record  the  courtesy 
I  have  received  at  the  hands  of  yourself  and  the  Committee,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  thank  my  brother  officers  for  the  help  that 
they  have  always  accorded  me  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the 
Department.
